But others point 
to the growing festivals as evidence of its success. 
City council has taken a renewed interest in 
the square recently, and along with a round of 
public consultations, city administration is also 
examining the management and regulation of

| \ already in place, The street between City Hall 
“4 and Churchill Square, 102A Avenue, was fi- 


{nally closed this summer, something that has 










been talked about since Mayor Bill Smith was 
in office. The temporary skate park is also 
new, as well as the basketball hoops on the 
eastern edge of the square. Picnic tables and 
two large umbrellas have also appeared this 
summer. 

“At this point, it is a white elephant,” says 
Scott Hennig, the Alberta director of the 
Canadian Taxpayers Federation. “But that 

doesn’t mean that in five years it has to be.” 

It's time the city did something more 
with the square, he says. On the days 

when there isn't a big ticket event like the 
Street Performers Festival or Taste of 
Edmonton drawing people to Chutchill 
Square, it’s not a comfortable place to 
be, he says. (The square was in use for 
206 days in 2009, BCeOrtDE to x 
city.)

When the redesigned square was first completed, Jim Taylor 
remembers many people were ready to declare it a failure if it 
wasn't immediately all things to all people, As the executive di- 
rector of the Edmonton Downtown Busi vs 
former city councillor for the area, Taylor has been a part of the 
official and unofficial discussions regarding Churchill ‘Square for 
many years. He says the square just needs more time to develop. 

As he walked toward city hall recently, he describee": a 
group of young men playing basketball. These 1 ‘were the same 
teens Taylor had often seen standing in front of the downtown 
public library. He smiled because the youth seemed much less. 
intimating while playing basketball than standing idle on 
street corner, he says. *

Local architect Shafraaz Kaba is a little wary about the recent 
additions to the square, specifically picnic tables sitting just west 
of the basketball hoops. Such additions can make an otherwise 
excellent urban space look cluttered, he says. ‘Considering that 
the square.is surrounded by artistic and civic buttidings such as 
the new Art Gallery of Alberta, the Citadel, and city hall, it should 
receive prestige treatment. 

“Why would we put really ugly picnic tables i in our 
square?” he asks.

Moving downtown from the south 
side a few years ago, I was delighted 
to discover that Edmonton was not 
the Italian-food wasteland | had al- 
ways assumed. In fact, I'd pretty 
much given up on dining out on pas- 
ta in Old Strathcona and set to mak 
ing it myself. But when | arrived at a 
new hovel in Oliver, 1 was delighted 
to find that Allegro to the east of me 
and Il Pasticcio to the west both did 
a solidly respectable job of Italian 
staples, 

My favourite of all was Allegro’s 
rigatoni di cecco, which slathered 
the eponymous tubular pasta in a 
marinara sauce enriched with ricotta 
cheese and roasted eggplant. Even 





now my filiform pappilae swim at 
the thought 

Which is to say that my most re 
cent to visit to Allegro's casual-ele 
gant downtown operation near the 
Legislature started off with more 
than slight disappointment that the 
dish in question had disappeared 
from the menu. | noted with some 
relief that I could still get an Allegro 
salad and that the summer menu was 
stacked with viable options. If all else 
failed, there was always red wine 

On that front we were well-treated 
night off the bat. Since they were out 
of the wine we requested, our server 
brought us samples of the other vin 
tages so we could match our drinks 
to our meals accordingly.

Iwould to thank Jessica Brisson for mention- 
ing the Alberta Capital Airshed Alliance her 
article from June 3 and take the opportunity 
clarify the reference. 

The Alberta Capital Airshed Alliance 
(ACAA) is a non-profit society; we are a 
partnership of non-govemment, govem- 
ment, and industry working together toward 
a common goal. Our members include the 
University of Alberta, The Lung Association 
Alberta & NWT, the Toxics Watch Society of 


Alberta, the City of Edmonton, Lehigh Ce- 
ment and Alberta Plywood among many 
others. We work in a committed partnership 
with Alberta Environment tounderstand and 
manage air quality in the Edmonton area. 
Ground-level ozone is created by a chemi- 
cal reaction between axides of nitrogen 
(NOx) and volatile organic compounds 
(VOC) in the presence of sunlight. While air 
quality in greater Edmonton area meets the 
Canadian Wide Standard (CWS) for ground- 
level ozone, we have reached an Alberta 


planning trigger level. The planning trigger 
is designed to ensure that we do not exceed 
the CWS, and requires the development and 
implementation of an air quality manage- 
ment plan. In 2008, the ACAA, West Central 
Aitshed Society and Fort Air Partnership de- 
veloped this plan, which focuses on the re- 
duction of NOx emissions. In 2009, we began 
implementing the plan, and work continues 
this year. 

Monitoring in Edmonton is currently car- 
fied out by two ACAA member organizations, 


Alberta Environment and Lehigh Cement, as 
well as by the Strathcona Industrial Assocla- 
tion. Additional monitoring in the greater Ed- 
monton area Is done by the Fort Air Partner- 
ship in Fort Saskatchewan and by the West 
Central Airshed Society west of the city.

COMING OUT PARTY FOR THE WILDROSE 





This weekend's Wildrose Alliance party 
convention in Red Deer may well be the 
make-or-break moment for the party. 

The still wet-behind-the-ears party 
has been riding a wave of positive public 
vibes of late, resulting in the party rising to 
extraordinarily lofty heights in public opinion 
polls. The addition of two malcontent Tories 
to their legislature ranks bolstered the 
party's credibility. The rumoured addition of 
the turfed Tory, Fort McMurray free speech 
martyr Guy Boutilier, to the roster will give 
them four MLAs, and make it well neigh 
impossible for the government to deny them 
another $233,000 for research. Yes, these 
are good times for the Wildrose Alliance, 

But that could all change come this 
weekend. The WAP is holding its first major 
policy convention since Smith took over — 
“coming out party” she calls it —andit could 
bea defining moment for the party. 

The party has positioned itself as a true 
right-wing alternative to the Tories who, 
with their profligate spending ways, have 
alienated their core constituency.

Blame Players, Not Game

THE UGLY SIDE OF 





Normally, 1 don’t watch a lot of soc- 
cer, or “football” as they call it every: 
where else. (I am obligated to men- 
tion that in every column.) I'll take 
a peek at a Premiership game on 
Saturday morning, but it’s not some: 
thing that I'm glued to. And I won't 
watch any of the other leagues; if 1 
wanted to watch overwrought acting, 
I'd watch CSI: Miami. | do watch my 
sons play soccer, even though they 
are adults now (in the legal sense of 
the word) when most parents have 
long stopped watching their kids 
play. 

But the World Cup is different. Just 
the way I wouldn't watch speed skat- 
ing if it was held in my back yard, I 
will watch it during the Olympics. 
It's an event that brings millions to- 
gether, however far apart. 

For example, | was watching Aus- 


tralia play Ghana on Saturday morn 

ing, when something dawned on me 
— what the hell was I doing watching 
Australia play Ghana? I didn't care 
who won. I would have been content 
just to have a winner. 

But there | was, watching it any: 
way. I've watched a crazy amount of 
soccer, thanks in part to the wonder 
of streaming video via the Internet. 
1 remember back in the day when it 
was a huge technological leap just to 
get live TV from some other country. 
Now, I can watch it on my computer. 
At work, even. (Note to bosses: this 
is just a hypothetical. I would never 
spend work time watching — ARE 
YOU KIDDING ME? WHAT A 
DIVE! — soccer at work.) 

I admit to mixed feelings about 
soccer. There is so much that is good 
about ‘the beautiful game,’ but sadly, 
there is so much that is bad about 
soccer, that it can overwhelm the 
good. 

The game itself is beautiful in its 
simplicity. Not as exciting as hockey, 
or as complex as football (which 
Europeans cali “the game they call 
football, but isn’t”), but it is infinitely 
better to watch than basketball or 
golf. And don't even get me started 
on baseball. A good soccer game 
has a pace that is rivalled only by a 
good hockey game. And thanks to its 


compact playing time, with a clock 
that just keeps running regardless of 
what happens on the field, you can 
wrap up a game in couple of hours, 
as compared to at least three hours 
for football and the actual possibility 
of an endless baseball game 

Outside of the game, | am a huge 
fan of British soccer announcers. 

I love the way the commentators 
aren't afraid to criticize the game, the 
referees, anything. While watching 
France vs. Mexico, the announcer 
called the referee “fussy.” Can you 
imagine Bob Cole calling the offi- 
ciating of an NHL game “fussy?” | 
heard plays described as “wretched” 
and “dreadful,” and heard one play 
described as “deliciously taken.” Bet- 
ter yet, the announcers do the games 
solo, as opposed to the endlessly ex- 
panding number of warm bodies and 
cold brains employed on any North 
American sports broadcast. (The 
NHL playoffs featured not only two 
guys watching from above, but a guy 
at ice level.) And while North Amer- 
ican TV shuns silence like a hand- 
shake from a leper, British soccer an- 
nouncers seem to relish it, allowing 
the viewer to occasionally WATCH 
the game, minus commentary. It's 
quite wonderful, as is the televising, 
which, with every conceivable event

covered in high-def and super slow- 
mo, is the best I've ever seen for a 
sporting event. 

Soccer players are some of the 
most fit, skilled athletes in the world, 
marvels to watch at full flight. There 
are no almost stationary 275-pound 
behemoths playing soccer, nor do 
you need to be circus-freak tall to 
play. If you don't thing kicking a ball 
while running is difficult, just try it 
sometime. And do it while somebody 
else is chopping at your ankles, 

But, but ... and boy, are there lots 
of buts. 

Goals are often harder to come by 
than an Irish teetotaler. Zero-zero 
draws — nil-nil as the Brits call it — 
are far too common, And bad soc- 
cer is in a league all by itself when 
it comes to awfulness. A dull soccer 
game has all the excitement of a high 
mass said in Latin 

Worse, soccer's ugly side — div- 
ing — is so freaking ugly that most 
North Americans just look away. 
Call it embellishment, call it going 
to ground, whatever name it goes by, 
it is cheating. It is unprofessional. It 
is unmanly. It is disgusting. And it is 
so repugnant to Canadians, whose 
sporting culture values the play- 
with-pain virtues of hockey, that is 
makes it unwatchable for many. And 
frankly, I don’t blame them. 

The most egregious incident of 
cheating so far came in the Brazil 
ys. Ivory Coast game. Brazilian star 





Kaka (seriously ... that's his real 
name) was already on a yellow card 
for previous penalty when a despi- 
cable weasel from the Ivory Coast 
named Kader Keita (again, real 
name) bumped up against Kaka’s 
back, ever so slightly. It was the type 
of contact that couldn't have toppled 
a toddler, but Keita reared back his 
head, put his face in his hands in the 
universal soccer symbol that means 
“I'm in agony, but not really" and 
fell to the ground.

I'm going to propose that the three most memorable things 
about studying Shakespeare in high school are as follows. 

1. Your friends’ amateur re-enactments of Bill's ten- 
derly crafted works. Sweaty palms, words they never bothered 
to Google, and Dollar Store swords more often than not yielded 
moments of comedic brilliance ... especially if they were doing 
a tragedy. 

2. Globe Theatre dioramas. To this day this project be- 
fuddles me and, to this day, it comes standard with a western 
education. 

3. Learning that all the female characters were played 
by dudes back in the day, mostly young dudes, but dudes none 
the less. Titania, Ophelia, even fair Juliet had an Adam’s apple 

While the first two are almost impossible to forget, 
to me, the last was always hard to imagine. That kind of sex- 
ism always seemed so out-of-place, so antithetical to the fiery, 
smart, competent women Shakespeare would write. If Portia, 
a woman, could talk her way out of the whole pound of flesh 
situation in the Merchant of Venice, why couldn't a real woman 
play Portia? 

For further insight into the matter, I travelled from 
afar, well not that far, to consult with three witches — that is the 
witches of Macbeth. Holding court in the rehearsal space of the 
Fine Arts Building at the University of Alberta, the coven has 
taken a break from prophesying to discuss this year's Freewill 
Shakespeare Festival. Edmonton's annual twilight tribute to The 
Bard is not only returning to Hawrelak Park for it's 22nd year, 
it's also returning with a lineup which features two of the most 
bad-ass ladies in all of western literature back-to-back. In a one- 
two punch that emphasizes the clever female characters Bill 
was adept at writing, the festival is prepping Much Ado About 
Nothing in the comedy corner, starring the wicked tongue of 
Beatrice, and representing tragedy, we have the just plain wick- 
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ed Lady Macbeth 

“Ya, they were written for men,” concedes Nicola Elbro, 
sitting in the brown rehearsal skirt of witch No. 3, “but what- 
ever he did, he wrote them as full characters and from a wom 


an’s point of view. He somehow managed to understand how a 





woman can work, and yet, maybe there's not that many Lady 
Ms that | know. But there are really overly ambitious women 
that get wrapped up 

“Who will sacrifice anything,” cuts in Belinda Cornish, 
who plays Witch No. 2 as well as Beatrice 

“Absolutely, it's reality TV,” says Tess Degenstein, the 
first witch of the lot and Hero in Much Ado, 

“And Beatrice,” continues Cornish. “There's lots of 
women who won't lay down and take it, if you'll excuse that ex- 
pression. | suspect, at the time, Beatrice would have been some 
thing of an anomaly, or maybe not, but in our world, it’s full of 
women who just go ‘what? You don't get to treat me like that."” 

“It's almost like his women, whom he wrote way back 
when, are more suitable to today,” says Elbro. “It’s like he was 
writing for future women." 

The crack of Beatrice’s tongue when confronting her 
scorned love, Benedick, after he returns victorious from war, is 
far sharper than that of the lead in today's average chick flick, 
conquering hero or not. She's marked by confidence, not the 
neurosis of so many female characters these days. Perhaps 
here, Shakespeare has even outpaced Hollywood 

We can only guess at how such women were played in 
the 1600s, and as Cornish notes (well, actually she acts out), 
Beatrice could have been delivered as a farce, all ridiculous petu- 
lance and wild gesture, “But whether or not that was the case,” 
says Cornish, “he’s written extraordinarily complex women, 
strong, believable women who are not easy to play, necessarily, 
but there's a great deal of richness there.” 


As much fun as Beatrice is to watch, on the other side 
of the spectrum is, of course, Lady M, who represents the dark 
side of too much sass and the mysterious witches whose roles 
here have long been shrouded in rumours and unsightly 
beards. “We've taken out the line about the witches having 
beards,” amends Elbro, since for this particular production, the 
witches are not haggard old women, but young gypsies. 

“John Kirkpatrick, the director, has set the play 
it's still in Scotland, because they're saying all these places ir 
Scotland, but it's as if Scotland was 1970s Eastern Europe,” ex 
plains Degenstein, 

“Part of the reasoning behind that was that it had t 
be an environment that was oppressive and that it had to be an

environment where superstitions would be believed.” 

Superstition, fear, power — such intangible concepts 
yet such potent motivators. So much so that for over 400 years, 
with a good set of actors (male or female), Shakespeare and the 
lessons he hoped to convey, come across as clear as ever, “We 
feed Macbeth this information with the prophecies and that's al 
we do, we don't do anything more than that and it's up to him 
whether he'll follow through or not,” says Elbro. “That's totally 
relevant today — that wanting power and just only thinking o/ 
yourself in it.” 

“In the way that Macbeth is unravelling in rehearsals 
the second half is like a thriller almost,” she adds 

And that, I propose, is the No. 1 least-memorable thing 
about studying Shakespeare in high school. Your teachers may 
have failed to mention how fudgin’ exciting the Bard actually 
is. But one evening in Hawrelak Park with the Freewill Play 
ers is bound to erase the terror of the classroom ... replacing 
it, instead, with the fresh thrill of witches, ghosts and murder 
which in many ways is preferable to sweaty palms and diora 
mas.

Identify, if 
you please, the author of the follow- 
ing passage: 

“It was by no means the worst of all 
possible pubs, the carpets not much 
damper than bathmats, the tureens 
of the ashtrays not yet brimming 
over, the clientele not audibly plan- 
ning your murder ... As I was order- 
ing, | felt a waft of yeast on my cheek 
and a tap on my shoulder, and even 
before I turned I felt the arrival of 
violence (violence at my expense).” 

€ven if the particular sentences 
aren't familiar — the novel it's taken 
from was only released last month, 
after all — the identifying marks are 
all there. There's the spiky wit. The 
carefully measured rhythms and rep- 
etitions. And the expansive vocabu- 
lary, paired with an almost comically 
whole-hearted embrace of the skuzz 
iest corners of English pub culture. 

The above is a quote from the 
buoyant new book by Martin Amis, 
The Pregnant Widow, but in terms 
of location and atmosphere, it’s ac 
tually far from representative. For 
the bulk of his 12th novel, the Brit- 
ish pot-stirrer and stylistic virtuoso 
has up and relocated to an idyllic 
Italian castle in the summer of 1970. 
The goal? To see if 20-year-old Keith 
Nearing can take advantage of the 





burgeoning feminist revolution and 
have a bunch of promiscuous sex 
with his fellow vacationers. And if 
there's any time left over, he's also 
got a suitcase full of classic English 
novels to power through 

Keith starts out more or less de- 
voted to his on-again, off-again girl 
friend Lily, who's recently returned 
to him after a year of her own sexual 
adventures — or, in the novel's ver- 
nacular, “acting like a boy.” But he 
quickly becomes infatuated with 
her impossibly busty friend Sche 
herazade, who has a rather careless 
habit of sunbathing topless. Then 
there's Gloria, a later arrival, whose 
backside defies both physics and 
swimsuit technology. 

Everyone at the castle talks freely 
and graphically about sex, gossiping 
about each other's underwear prefer- 
ences and masturbation rituals. (The 
latter is ingeniously dubbed “applied 
narcissism” — a telling detail, since 
the book as a whole can be seen as 
Keith,

It's Kid Koala like you’ve never seen 
him before: stirring up mosh pits. 

At least that's what happened when 
the acclaimed Canadian turntablist, 
real name Eric San, brought his lat- 
est project The Slew to Australia, 
describing the live results as “a big, 
sweaty rock concert.” 

“That was a really kind of new ex- 
perience for me as far as being part 
of something that would incite that 
kind of energy in the crowd,” says 
San, whose audiences normally ei- 
ther hit the club's dance floor or 
stand and marvel at the DJ's skills. 

Originally billed as a one-off al- 
bum and tour, The Slew has outlived 
its preplanned expiry date to bring its 
raucous technical hip hop-rock fu- 
sion to jazz festivals across Canada 
this summer. 

A recording project before any- 
thing else, The Slew was conceived 
in 1998 when San met Dynomite D 
(Dylan J. Frombach) through mu 
tual friends while on tour with the 
Beastie Boys. 

“We kept in touch and always 
thought it would be cool to do this 
sort of hand-cut interpretation of 
a rock or sludge blues album,” San 
says, 

The pair followed through and 
after five years in production, The 
Slew’s record, 100%, is finally out on 
the Puget Sound label. 

Contrary to much of what's been 
written about the album, its relation- 
ship to a canned indie documentary 
is tenuous at best, says San, who's 
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quick to distance the music from 
the film it was once slated to sound 
track. 

“Originally [100%] was a rock 
record. At some point Dylan was 
approached to score a film and we 
thought the type of music that they 
were looking for would fit the style 
that we were already heading in. It 
kind of detoured a little bit to, ‘Okay, 


this could also be the soundtrack 


Since that has sort of gone by the 


wayside we just decided, ‘No, right 


now it's still that record that we | 


wanted to do,’ We're touring it now,” 


he explains, 


Frombach isn't involved with the 


tour, Instead, The Slew's live incar- 
nation is a loud, heavy six-turntable 
endeavour which San splits up with 
longtime collaborator DJ P-Love 
backed on live instruments by the 
former rhythm section of Australian 
hard rockers Wolfmother, drummer 
Myles Heskett and bassist Chris Ross. 

Adapting the material, which was 
created entirely with turntables, for 
live presentation brought its own 
challenges. San took special precau- 
tions with his equipment to ensure 
everything runs smoothly. 

“It's a very dynamic show but we 
really wanted it to be something that 


we could just sink our teeth into and | 
rock out with it. We built special | 


skip-proof turntable stands and I cut 
some records for the show that have 
quick cue drops on them so even if 
it’s totally dark we'll be able to drop 
the needle and cue in time for the 
changes of the parts of the song," he says. 
And of course, working with a live 
thythm section changes things, San says. 
“Once you have four people on- 
stage, it's about kind of making space 
for everything but also of the sum 
being greater than its parts; making 
your quarter of the sound try to re 
ally matter or make sense. When it 
does come together it’s really beyond 


everything you could have expected.” |

One of the most irresistible aspects 
of Hollywood entertainment is the 
investigative ability it grants view- 
ers to explore a designated.time and 
place by observing the period detail 
that is being presented within a film 


The time-machine of fashion, ar- 
chitecture and society that is always 
lurking in the background of any 
film no matter what decade it was re- 
leased. Within that time-machine of 
background comes the complicated 
question of “dated" or “timeless” 
that invariably arises. What works, 
and what doesn’t work, is almost as 
fascinating (and sometimes more 
so) than the film itself. 

Looking For Mr. Goodbar was a 
controversial film when first released 
in 1977. Based in part on a “true sto- 
ty”, Diane Keaton stars as a school 
teacher for deaf children by day who 
leads a secret double-life every night 
as a bar-hoppin’, pill-poppin’, sexu- 
ally liberated force of nature. With a 
strong cast of supporting performers 


(Tuesday Weld, Richard Gere, Tom 
Berenger) and a heroically brave 
performance by Diane Keaton (who 
won the Academy Award that year 
for Annie Hall), the film was genu- 
inely shocking in it's unabashedly 


the ambience and physicality of the 
time and the forgotten people who 
haunted its fringes. Director Rich- 
ard Brooks (The Professionals, €1- 
mer Gantry) combines on-location 
guerilla documentary style shooting 


tone that comes with films based on 
“shocking” best-sellers. This tone 
is strikingly at-odds with the sub- 
ject matter resulting in numerous 
dramatic scenes feeling forced or
